WATER  SUPPLY 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  from  Hull  Corporation,  and  distributed  by 
the  Council.  The  consumption  during  1961  was  82,823,000  gallons,  an  amount 
equivalent  to  38.33  gallons  per  head  of  the  population. 

Approximately  200  feet  of  3 inch  water  main  was  laid  to  serve  new  housing 
development.  Routine  samples  of  water  from  a number  of  points  in  the  area 
have  been  sent  for  bacteriological  examination,  and  in  each  case  the  samples 
have  proved  to  be  of  a satisfactory  quality.  The  quantity  of  water  supplied 
has  been  adequate  during  the  year.  As  far  as  is  known,  all  houses  except  one 
can  obtain  water  from  a piped  supply;  water  is  supplied  to  the  caravan  and 
camping  sites  in  the  District  by  means  of  stand  pipes. 

Negotiations  for  the  re-grouping  of  water  undertakings  in  the  East  Riding 
area  have  taken  place  with  a view  to  transferring  the  responsibility  of  water 
supply  to  another  water  undertaking. 

There  are  no  Public  Swimming  Baths  in  the  District. 

SEWERAGE  iiND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

Sewage  is  discharged  by  gravity  without  treatment  into  the  sea.  The 
surcharging  of  certain  sewers  occurs  when  heavy  rain  coincides  with  high  tides. 
During  the  past  12  months  1,350  feet  of  new  sewers  have  been  constructed  by 
private  developers  to  serve  the  new  housing  sites. 
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The  Council  received  a report  from  their  Consulting  Engineer  in  September,  i960 
on  the  repairs  necessary  to  the  existing  sewer  outfall,  and  have  since  requested 
a further  report  on  the  sewerage  system  and  the  disposal  of  sewage  from  the 
Urban  District.  This  comprehensive  report  was  received  in  October,  1961, 
and  further  action  on  the  matter  is  still  under  consideration. 

FACTORIES  ACTS,  1937  to  1939 

Details  of  inspections  carried  cut  under  the  Factories  Acts  are  shown  on 
Page  10  of  this  report.  No  defects  were  found  in  the  sanitary  conveniences  of 
these  factories,  and  there  are  no  known  outworkers  employed  in  the  District. 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


There  were  no  important  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease  in  Hornsea. 

During  the  outbreak  of  poliomyelitis  in  Hull  and  District  in  the  Autumn, 
Type  2 Oral  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  was  offered  to  the  Hornsea  residents  as  a 
means  of  controlling  the  spread  of  infection,  and  1,800  residents  took 
advantage  of  this  offer.  Since  then  Oral  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  has  been  made 
available  to  all  persons  under  40  years  of  age.

LABORATORY  FACILITIES 


Bacteriological  and  biological  examinations  of  milk,  water  and  ice-cream 
are  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Hull. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES 


The  conveyance  of  all  cases  (including  infectious  disease)  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  County  Council  as  the  Local  Health  Authority. 

CLINICS 


Tuberculosis  - A chest  clinic  is  held  monthly  at  the  Cottage  Hospital,  Hornsea. 
Venereal  Disease  - A clinic  is  held  daily  at  the  Clinic,  Mill  Street,  Hull. 

RAINFALL 


The  total  rainfall  for  the  year  was  25.83  inches  compared  with  an  average 
of  24.30  inches  over  the  past  ten  years. 

Rain  fell  on  191  days  (206  days  in  i960),  October  being  the  wettest  month 
with  4.43  inches,  and  March  the  driest  with  0.80  inch.

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PUBLIC  CLEANSING 


The  disposal  of  refuse,  particularly  during  the  summer  months,  continues 
to  present  some  difficulty  owing  to  the  limited  capacity  of  the  incinerator. 

An  application  for  planning  permission  to  use  a site  off  Hornsea  Burton 
Road  as  a controlled  refuse  tip  was  refused  by  the  Planning  Authority,  their 
decision  was  upheld  by  the  Minister  on  Appeal,  and  further  investigation  into 
the  problem  will  now  be  necessary.

During  the  year  consideration  has  been  given  to  licensing  caravan  sites 
under  the  Caravan  Sites  & Control  of  Development  Act,  i960.  Caravan  sites 
both  to  the  north  and  south  of  the  town  are  shown  in  the  County  Development 
Plan  as  areas  for  comprehensive  development,  and  appeals  for  some  sites  are 
pending  on  planning  conditions  which  have  been  imposed  by  the  Planning 
Authority.  It  appears  likely,  therefore,  that  it  will  be  some  time  before 
the  necessary  improvements  on  these  sites  will  be  commenced. 


MEAT  INSPECTIONS 


In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958, 
the  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  town  had  to  be  brought  up  to  prescribed 
standards  by  1st  October,  1961,  and  the  necessary  works  at  both  premises 
have  been  completed. 

The  Government  continues  to  pay  a grant  towards  the  cost  of  inspecting 
meat  for  consumption  outside  the  district.
